The Force of Lightning 

The amount of light given by a sin- 
gle lightning flash is enough, an elec- 
trician calculates, to illuminate an 
area of two square miles. he bolt 
itself would be yisible several miles 
further off, but fhe remotest part of 
the region. mentioned would have as 
much light as would be given by a 
candle—quite enough to read by. 

To produce stich a light it would be 
necessary to expend 13,000 horse- 
power for a second. These figures 
appear large, but the time is short. 
The flash might be for only 1-1000 
part of & second, but the impression on 
the eye would continue for a tenth 
of a second anyway. Reckoned down

The question of how the static elec- 
tricity gets into the clonds is difficult 
to answer, One theory is that it is 
generated by the evaporation of wa- 
ter by the sun’s rays. Another is 
that stati¢ discharges are contivally 

ay place from the earth Mts the 
air, and are there readily collected 
by particles of moisture. When the 
particles of moisture condense they 
form heavy thunder clouds and this 
formation of raindrops causes the 
lightning flashes as explained.—Chi- 
cago Tribune, 


What Ancient Knew About Eclipses 

The ancients found out how to pre 
dict eclipses of the moon, but those 
of thé Bun Halrled them.” They ‘ob- 
served the lunar cycle of eighteen Jul- 
jan years eleven days, in which the 
moon returns to almost the same po- 
sition in the heavens, but they could 
not apply this to solar eclipses, al- 
though the period answers for both, 
The reason of the failure was that, 
although solar eclipses recur in a fixed 
order within the cycle, they are not 
visible again at the same part of the 
earth's surface. Eclipses of the moon 
are universally visible. 

Jn any given year the number of 
eclipses of the sun and moon togeth- 
er cannot be less than two or more 
than seven. The most usual nuim- 
ber {s four. It is very rarely that it 
exceeds six. Astronomers. observe 
what they call “eclipse seasons” for 
each year. THese last thirty-six days 
for solar and twenty-three days for 
lunar eclipses. The seasons occur 
about twenty days earlier every year, 
—Pall Mall Gazette.

‘Simple. Rules are Observed 


To those addicted to the ‘practice 
of reading in bed the remarks of Dr. 
Carl Seller will be of interest. He 
states that there is no valid reason 
to be urged against using tne eyes 
in @ proper manner in a recumbent 
position—such use is;the least tire- 
some and can be persisted in for long- 
er periods without damage than any 
other position. 

We all know that grave damage 
is often done by reading in a recum- 
bent posture, but there. ossibly 
some occulists are at fault. Had 
it been the universal practise during 
the last twenty years to give care- 
ful directions how to read lytns 
down instead of saying to one and all 
“You must not read, lying down,” 
there would be less near sight and 
better. eyes in the commanity than 
now «xist. 

Three easily avoided errors cause 
all the harm possible from reading 
lying down, the first often leading to 
the other two. ‘They are insufficient 
or wrongly directed: light, short read- 
ing distance, and tipping the book 
out of a plane at right angles to the 
line of vision. 

If, however, every one reading ly- 
ing down will so arrange his lounge 
oy bed that the light comes over the 
head without striking the eye and 
falls well upon the page; if he will 
hold his book at a long reading dis- 
tance and take care that the line of 
letters shall be at right angles to 
the line of vision he can be sure of 
doing his eyes no more harm than if 
he were sitting up. 

More ‘than this, there is much pos- 
itively in favor of reading lying 
down, Dr. Seller concludes:> ‘The 
recumbent: posture, allows more rest 
of the bodily structures than the sit; 
ting posture, and there is greater pos- 
sibility of resting and repair in that 
position.”—London Globe.
